Brussels. Nov. IS.—An attempt to assassinate 


King Leopold was made today after a religious 
service held for the late queen. /Marie Henriette. 
His majesty had left the cathedral when a man in 
the crowd was seen to draw a revolver, aim at the 
king and blaze away. The king was unhurt. The 
man was arrested. There was a big crowd about 
the cathedral at the time, but the feeling against 
the king, because of his treatment of the Utc 
queen was plainly shown by the utter indifference 
with which they took the attempt to kill him. 
instead of excitement, there was but iriurmering 
and the remark "It would have served him right 
if he had been hit/' was heard repeatedly. 


The would-be assassin is not thought to be an 


anarchist. It is thought he is insane and desirous 
of avenging Leopold's indifference and insults to 
the queen. Bystanders say that when he fired 
the shot the assassin exclaimed: "Take that, you 
reprobate." An attempt to raise a cheer was a 
miserable failure. The man says he is an Italian 
and that his name is Genora. When asked why he 
shot at the king he replied, because there were so 
many people about him covered with gold. He 
refused to answer any other questions.
